2. DENKTASH STATEMENT (ANKARA 7057, NICOSIA 2758): GREEK 
CYPRIOT PRESS REACTION HERE VERY SHARP WHEN STATMENT FIRST 
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ANNOUNCED, BUT NOW FALLING OFF AS IMMEDIATE UDI HAS NOT 
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MATERIALIZED AND AS STATMENTS BY UK, U.S., SOVIET UNION, 

EC-9 OPPOSING UDI HAVE APPEARED. WEEK BEGIN WITH ARECLES 
WDUIWING UDI AS IMMINENT POSSIBILITY. (IN SCARE STORY 
SAMPSON'S MACHI REPORTED THAT DENKTASH WOULD DECLARE UDI SEPT. 17, 
UNFICYP AHD BEEN PUT ON ALERT AND FOREIGNERS IN CYPRUS HAD 
BEEN TOLD BY U.N. TO GO TO "SAFE AREAS"). BY SEP. 18 PRO- 
CLERIDES AGON WAS HEADLINING "BIG POWERS OPPOSE; PRESSURING 
TURKS NOT TO PROCLAIM SEPARATE 'SATE.'" SEPT. 19 ALL GREEK

3. MAKARIOS SPEECH (NICOSIA 2758) AND CYPRUS AT UNGA: 

MAKARIOS’ FIRST ROUND IN HIS "ENLIGHTENMENT" CAMPAIGN 
SEPT. 14 FAVORABLY GREETED BY ALL GREEK CYPRIOT PPAZDS AS 
WAS SUBSEQUENT INFORMATION HE WILL GO TO UNGA PRESENT GREEK 
CYPRITO CASE. FOR EXAMPLE, "INDEPENDENT 'ANAGENNISIS STATED 
"LINE AND AIMS OF AN UNYEILDING DIPLOMATIC STRUGGLE.. .UP 

TO UNGA HAS BEEN DECIDED UPON." PAPER GOES ON TO SAY THERE 
IS "JUSTIFIABLE OPTIMISM WHICH OUTLINES A FAVORABLE OUT- 
LOOK FOR THIS NEW PHASE OF THE STRUGGLE." ALL PAPERS SINCE 
CONCLUSION DENKTASG,CLERIDES NEW YORK DISCUSSIONS MOVING 
AWAY FROM THEME OF SEEKING SOLUTION THROUGH INTERCOMMUNAL 
TALKS AND MORE TOWARD "LONG-TERM (PEACEFUL) STRUGGLE" AS
